Improvements in the state docks at 
Savannah, including construction of three 
more berths to cost $4,500,000, should be 
rushed with all possible speed by the 
Georgia Ports Authority. The state is los- 
ing money because present facilities are 
inadequate to handle the demand. 


Director D. Leon Williams reports that 
the port is having to turn down business 
because facilities are hard-pushed to 
handle current tonnage. Judging from his 
remarks, expansion of the port's busi- 
ness will depend almost entirely upon 
providing more berths for ships. 

Thus far this year shipments have 
broken all previous monthly records. Last 
year there were 363 ships handled at the 
port with a total tonnage of 824,192, com-

Farm Bill Agreement 


Is Not Yet in Sight 


Congress adjourned for a 10-day 
Faster recess Friday without coming to 
an agreement on an acceptable farm bill. 

The patchwork quilt measure the Sen- 
ate passed has been patched further by 
a joint Senate-House committee and 
Washington reports say that it is com- 
pletely unacceptable to President Eisen- 
hower. In other words, if passed in its 
present form the President will veto it. 


Farmers throughout the country 
should realize one thing. If Congress 
passes a bill that the President will veto, 
there will be little likelihood of amassing 
eriough votes to override the veto. Should 
there be no farm bill at all, Secretary 
Benson will be able to name his own 
ticket. 


At the present stage, the farmer is 
in a most uncomfortable situation. Fail- 
ure to pass agricultural legislation at this 
session could mean further price declines 
—to as low as 75 per cent of parity for 
basic crops—more surpluses, no soil bank 
and less conservation efforts. 

In talking to their congressmen during 
the next week, farmers should consider 
the alternative to their maximum de- 
mands—no farm bill at all. And all vot- 
ers should remind them that the current 
session has passed only one piece of 
major legislation, the Natural Gas Bill 
which the President also vetoed.

Public Must Stay Vigilant 
To Keep All Prisons Decent 


We need to be more conscious of prison conditions in our local 


communities. 


Because this segment of society is necessarily isolated from gen- 
eral public contact, too often the individual citizen forgets that his 
own community has an obligation to provide facilities which are fit 


for human use. 

And because of lack of public 
interest, too often those persons en- 
trusted with the duty of supervising 
prisons and jails became lax in 
their standards, 

Two developments 
brought these facts 
Georgians’ attention. 

In. Hawkinsville, Superior Court 
Judge J. K. Whaley received pre- 
sentments from the Pulaski Coun- 
ty Grand Jury which described the 
local jail as “not a: fit place to 
house a human being.”’ 

In Dalton, a newspaper reporter 
for the Chattanooga Times in- 
spected the Whitfield County public 
works camp and wrote that prison- 
ers there ‘‘have slept in filth for 
weeks.” 


Subsequent to this published re- 
port Jack Forrester, director of the 
State Board of Corrections, ordered 
a cleanup of the Whitfield insti- 
tution. 

It is well that the Pulaski grand 
jury and the Chattanooga news- 
paper reporter looked into condi- 
tions in these prisons. What about 
the hundreds of other jail facilities 
throughout our state? 

Many of them are standard, 
some are model institutions. Un- 
Goubtedly all are not and that is 


recently 
sharply to 


the point where public interest 
would, insure fit quarters. 

There is another related matter 
concerning prison conditions which 
also deserves public scrutiny. This 
is the presence of obscene and 
lewd literature in these institutions. 

Legislative committees who 
make annual inspections of prison 
camps report year after year that 
this type of immoral filth is found 
in certain camps. 

Prisons are supposed to be cor- 
rectional institutions as well as 
providing confinement as a penalty 
for crime. 

Obviously no sort of constructive, 
progressive rehabilitation can be 
expected when ‘physical facilities 


are unfit for human beings and 


when the moral atmosphere con- 
tinues the same corruption which 
may have led to the very perpe- 
tration of crime at the outset. 
Every community needs to take 
a closer look at its prison to insure 
itself that it conforms to standards.

WASHINGTON—The American Communists, 
of course, are yelling bloody murder because the 


government has cracked down on the party and 


on the Daily Worker for failing to pay taxes.

The Internal Revenue Service 
found that the Communist Party 
owed the government $389,000 in 
taxes for 1951 and that the Daily 
Worker owed $46,000 for 1951 
through 1953. The revenue agents 
padlocked Communist Party prop- 
erty in New York, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Chicago, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco under the provision 
which permits them to prevent rec- 
ords and assets being dispersed in 
order to avoid collection, 

When the Communists are 
caught not paying their taxes, they 
cry ‘‘persecution.”’ 

When the Communist Party is 


_ asked to produce the records ne- 


cessary for the tax-exempt part of 
any political (profit-making activ- 
ities are not exempt), it cries: 
*“*tain’t constitutional.”’ 

When Internal Revenue discovers 
what it considers holes in the tax 
returns of the Daily Worker, the 
Communists cry: “This is out- 
rageous violation of freedom of the 
press.”’

WASHINGTON—The icy politeness which this 
reporter saw and described when it developed 
between Adlai Stevenson and Sen. Estes Kefauver 


in the closing days of the Minnesota primary campaign finally was 
transmuted into hot wrath in the Stevenson case when he hit the 
warmer clime of California this week. 


He struck out to try to scotch 
the Tennessee senator’s tactics of 
shouting ‘‘bosses’’ and ‘‘machines”’ 
against the Stevenson candidacy. 
This the Tennesseean apparently 
also planned to do in California 
where, as in‘ Minnesota, the 1952 
Democratic candidate has the sup- 
port of important state Democratic 
leaders. 

This charge Stevenson dismissed 
as “‘false and divisive boss non- 
sense.’ ‘‘Sen. Kefauver,”’ he said, 
“knows it isn’t so.” 

While this caught the headlines, 
as it should have, the Stevenson 
speech in Los Angeles has a deep- 
er meaning in the struggle now 
going on within the Democratic 
Party. 

In his rebuke to his rival, Steven- 
son was offering himself and his 


services, come what may, to the - 


moderate elements in the Demo- 
cratic Party that want to keep its 


divergent North and South com-. 


ponents together so far as is. possi- 
ble. This he put plainly in his San 
Francisco speech, thus: 


“For four years, I've done my 
level best to unite the Democratic 
Party, not to tear it apart. And I 
propose to keep on thinking that 
the party’s welfare is just as im- 
portant as my own candidacy.”’ 

There, in effect, he burns cer- 
tain bridges behind him. For by 
refusing to “readjust’’ his cam- 
paign to take sharp and extreme 


positions on some issues—notably 
integration and farm relief just 
now—he risks loss of support 
among powerful segments of the 
party, especially in the Northern 
metropolitan wing. 

He does not, he says, intend to 
try to “outbid’’ other aspirants for 
the presidency, Democrat or Rev 
publican, nor to promise anything, 
in which he does not believe. 

The element in the party which 
got the most encouragement from 
Stevenson’s Minnesota. setback is 
the’ Eastern, extreme New Deal- 
Fair Deal group, which has. its 
foremost champions in Gov. Ave- 
rell Harriman of New York and 
Gov. Mennen Williams of Michi- 
gan. The general strategy of this 
group is to forget the South as 
probably a lost province and build 
a campaign about the interests of 
big urban areas. 

It must. be remembered that 
while Stevenson wants to include 
the South in his and the national 
party's embrace, he does not in- 
tend to compromise his views: on 
integration to do it. 

He has the support of many 
party leaders as well as that of 
important labor: leaders. And, 
should he regain his.stride with 
‘victories in the critical Florida and 
California primaries—May 29 and 
June 5, respectively—the now-wav- 
ering Northern wing might gravie 
‘tate back his way.

Raymond Lowe. became a three-time winner in the weird 
contest of hard-boiled eggs when a special egg from a ‘“‘hard- 
laying hen’’ was proclaimed the sole survivor of the annual 
battle.

Pitcher then. The fact is, when I first signed up, I signed as an 
outfielder. 


“A fellow named Paul Childs asked me one day if I knew 

of a player that could help a class C club. I told him I thought

club was Baton Rouge in the Evangeline League. I told him 

I'd go if they'd pay me as much as I was making in my job ip 

Texas City. I was shipping clerk for a carbide company then. 
“Derned if they didn't take me up, and I went. I'd always 
wanted to play with them professionals, but I'd never thought 
I could, and besides, I had too good a job to take the risk. When 

they offered to match my salary, I had no excuse, so I went.’’

Anglers’ Big Easter

PERSIMMON, April 1—The Easter parade on the -Tallulah 
River here was one of trout-seeking anglers and anglerettes in 
record number Sunday and the “‘in style’’ bonnet was a canvas 
sun-hat with flies and dried worms hooked in the band. 

It is no April fool joke that this was one of the better opening 
days for the quest of old crimson gills, for rainbow trout 16 inches 
and up were nothing wniusual in swift-flowing creek and river 
waters of the northeast Georgia mountains. 


Most populous place, so far as latter-day Izaak Waltons were 
concerned, was this Tallulah River watershed including Persim- 
mon Creek, the Coleman River and the big water. More than 
200 fishermen were checkediin by 10 o’clock and the Chattahoo- 
chee at Helen was similarly crowded with as many as four hope- 
fuls fishing the same hole. 

Other streams attacked in numbers were: the Soque River, 
between Clarkesville and Lake Burton; the Chestatee, near 


Dahlonega, and the Chatuge, border stream between Georgia | 


and South Carolina. 

Largest fish of the day was shown by Mrs. Margaret Wood of 
Marietta, whose family, along with that of Mr. and Mrs. D. R. 
Johnston, camped all night at the old CCC site north of Persim- 
mon. She had a 17%-inch blood-sided rainbow. 

Game and Fish Commission Director Fulton Lovell said 
good natural repopulation of the streams has ‘surprised his 
technicians and with the increased efficiency of the 100,000- 
capacity hatchery at Lake Burton, no angler should go home 
troutless this year from any open stream.

= Home to His 90th Birthday Party

Dr. John Wesley Beeson brought his bride 
home to 1098 Oakdale Rd, on Wednesday and 
his neighbors could not be more pleased, 

In fact, a community pafty has already been 
planned to welcome the new Mrs. Beeson, a 
charming, gracious person with lovely white 
hair framing a youthful face with a mne-petal 
complexion. 

However, thig is not the first activity revolv- 
ing around the Beesons, who were married last 
Monday in Mississippi. Saturday they cele- 
brated Dr. Beeson's 90th birthday at a dinner 
party fer half a dozen friends of the Emory 
University faculty. 

“Now don't you say she married an old man 
of 90’ chuckled Dr. Beeson, who looks at life 
with a twinkle in his eye, and could easily pass 
for 65. ‘Say rather that she married a young 
man in his 80s. You see, I used those five days 
of grace as the cinching argument to hurry .up 
the wedding.” 


HIS STUDENT 


Before the Monday ceremony, Mrs. Beeson 
was Mrs. A. D. Breland, widow af a Crystal 
Springs, Miss., bank president. Dr. Beeson first 


met her when as Nettie Walker she studied at: 


Meridian College in Mississippi, of which he was 
president. Following her graduation she served 
as his secretary for four years. 

‘‘That was when I really got to know her and 
found out what a fine Christian character she 
is," he explained proudly. 

“I have to tell you these things because she 
is too modest,’’ he added, 

After his graduation from the University of 
Alabama with both bachelor’s and a master's 
degree, Dr. Beeson became president of Arcadia 
College.in Louisiana. Later he headed Marengo 
Female Institute in Demopolis, Ala., and served 
as president'of East Mississippi Institute, owned 
by the Methodist Church. 

The latter institution burned to the ground, 
and when the church was not able to finance the 
rebuilding, with his own means and the help of 


friends. Dr. Beeson made brick, gathered mate- 
rials and rebuilt the school, erecting nine build- 
ings on a 60-acre tract. It became known 4s 
Meridian College. 

After leaving Meridian, Mrs. Beeson was sec- 
retary to the president of A.&M. College at Stark- 
ville. Miss., and subsequently served as secre- 
tary and registrar at. Gulf Park College. Then 
she went to Whitworth College, Brookhaven, 
Miss., as registrar for 14 years. 


RETIRED 

After 33 years at the helm of Meridian, Dr. 
Beeson came to Atlanta as state general agent 
for the Liberty Life Insurance Co. That was 
in 1923. Since that time he has become one of 
the city’s most valued citizens and a leader in 
Methodist circles. For the past 26 years he has 
been teacher of the Beeson Bible Class of St. 


Paul's Methodist Church. 


Dr. Beeson retired from active business in 
1946, turning over his interests in Liberty Life 
to his two sons, Ralph W. Beeson of Birming- 
ham and Dwight M. Beeson of Huntsville, Ala. 

He and Mrs. Beeson had not seen each other 
for some 25 to 30 years until last August, when 
former students at Meridian College gathered 
for a reunion at Indian Springs. 

“Dr. John Paul, who was our college pastor 
at Meridian, approached me on the subject of a 
reunion,”’ recalled the doctor, ‘‘so we sent out 
letters of invitation. To our surprise about 70 
alumni turned up.”’ 


MARRIED IN GULFPORT 

However, it is doubtful if Dr. Beeson had 
eyes for more than one of his former students, 
though he frankly admits that ‘‘pretty girls’’ are 
his hobby. The pair was married in the prayer 
room of the First Presbyterian Church of Gulf- 
port last Monday afternoon. 

As for the party planned for the couple, their 
neighbor across the street, Mrs. William Collins 
Matthews, has invited members of the entire 
community to call Thursday between 2:30 and 
4:30 to congratulate Dr. Beeson, whom they call 
their ‘‘No, 1 Citizen,”’ and to meet his pretty

Several people told me about Mrs. Cobb Ferguson. She 
is apparently a woman of great charm and distinction who was so 
beautiful that for years she was in demand as a model, even 
after she passed the model’s perpetual Size 9Age 19 bracket. 
She was a busy woman with a home and a husband and a job 
with a local department store and a full, rich life of com- 
munity service. 


Then last May she was hurt in an automobile accident. 
One moment she was on her way to a fashion show at Sea 
Isiand and the next thing she was conscious of was darkness in 
a hospital . .. weeks later. She had suffered a fracture of the 
skull, concussion and terrible damage to her optic nerve. She 
had been near death and she came back to a life of near-blindness. 


“‘Tt's a very lonely feeling to be blacked away,’’ she said. 

Sara Ferguson, who had been so busy and useful and had 
gone regularly to the hospitals as a Gray Lady to read to other 
patients, was now helpless. Ironically, a friend from the Red 
Cross came to read to her. 

‘‘Didn’t you resent it?” I asked. 
helped?’’ 

She laughed. 

‘‘When you're that low,” 


“Wasn't it hard to be 


she said, *‘everything’s hard for you. 


But I want to tell you something about the Red Cross. ‘They 
offered mea part in normalcy again.’’ 
Instead of sympathy, the Red Cross offered Mrs. Ferguson 


work to do. Instead of passive acceptance of her own troubles 
they offered her a chance to continue to help other people. 

“T can’t tell you how wonderful it has been,”’ she said. ‘‘My 
sight is limited—very limited. I still Gon’t like to talk of my- 
self as handicapped. But it’s true—and there are times when 
you can’t get away from it. The best thing is that it’s not 
the most important thing in the world. I’m alive. I assume 
there’s work here to be done—and I’m so grateful for an 
opportunity to do it.” 


Mrs. Ferguson is vice chairman in charge of staff aides at 
the Blood Center. She organizes and ‘directs the young women 
who put in hours a day at the information desk and she herself 
puts in four or five hours every Thursday afternoon. The exam- 
ple of the other volunteers is a constant source of inspiration 
to her. Young mothers, housewives, older women whose families 
are grown. come and work at the Red Cross with the regu- 
larity and dependability of paid workers. 


“q’m sure they allowed me to come back for the rehabilita- 
tive value the work would be to me,’’ Mrs. Ferguson said. “It’s 
the greatest kindness they could show me.’ 


Her colleagues at the Red Cross say that isn’t strictly so. 
They need volunteers, competent, intelligent, good-dispositioned 
women who are willing to work. The fact that Mrs. Ferguson 
does the work and chalks it up as a privilege is just another 
example of Her own gracious and generous heart.
